FM Industry News and Reports from Readers 

‘The FCC has suspended the use of the terrain roughness factor in computing FM station cover- 
age (see VUD, Sept, '75, p. 5), saying the method is not helping to calculate coverages, but they do 
want stations to use the new curves, which are slightly different from the chart, p. 95, FM Atlas. 
Tam having one of the new charts enlarged so that one of my sliding scales from the old chart can be 
used, and then will repunch as many cards as necessary to show the new coverages. Miles will still 
be used for the next edition, at least, but scales of distances with kilometers will be featured, 

FCC urges FM licensees to use caution in entering into contracts with music services, saying 
the musical suppliers cannot dictate non-musical programming of the licensee. Schulke and Bonie- 
ville have been especially hard on stations, limiting the amount of news programming they can carry, 
and they formerly forbad stations to use an SCA so their modulation could be 100% (instead of 85-90%). 
WMT-FM 96.5 Cedar Rapids, however, carries morning CBS news, while KLYF 100.3 Des Moines, 
both Schulke formatted, does not have NBC or any other non-Schutke-approved programming. 

Soon the FCC is expected to act on expansion of the AM-FM program nonduplication rule to 25% 
for cities over 100,000 (one person told me "metropolitan areas" not just "cities of license" of this 
size or more}; 50% of the time in cities between 25,000 and 100,000. In MN this rule change would 
affect KNCV (applying for call letters KWEB-FM) 101.7 and KROC-FM 106.9 both Rochester, and 
both stations with 100% duplication, as well as KCLD-FM 104.7 St. Cloud, In WI, the rule would 
affect WAPL-FM 105.7 Appleton. Can you think of stations in your state teat will be hit by this rule? 


‘The National Association of Broadcasters asks FCC to require all/stations (presumably FM) to 
be carried on cable. I hope this would mean "all-band," forcing them to carry stations on their real 
frequencies, and not reaching out too far and selectively carrying some FM stations rejecting 
others from the same cities. The National Cable "TV" Association objects. In Canada, cable out- 
fits must formally apply for changing FM radio frequencies, adding new stations, etc., while the U. 
8, FCC seemingly does not care; neither do the zealous-in-other-regards citizens cable "TV" groups! 

‘The Corporation for Public Broadcasting investigates WYEP *91.5 Pittsburgh PA. Station said 
to be very irresponsibly programmed, with obscenity, distorted news coverage, and programming 
“limited by the tunnel vision of youth." CPB may ask for return of support money given station if 
charges, uncovered by a Pittsburgh newspaper lady reporter, are found to be true. It is not known 
if WYEP carries programs like All Things Considered, or uses CPB only for money. Some CPB- 
qualified stations like K PFA*94, 1 Berkeley CA I do not list as P because they do not carry CPB

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programs. Another charge against WYEP is employee kickbacks, whereby employees were 
allegedly expected to return some of their salary to the station (Variety, Oct. 22, ‘75, p. 141). 

An FM Atlas reader who works at WQER ("clear") 106.5 Kalamazoo MI has glowing words of 
praise for FM car radio boosters. Stopping by in Duluth from a trip to the west coast, he noted FM 
reception most of the way, except for an area west of El Paso TX, shielded by a ridge from the El 
Paso stations, and too far to get Odessa and Fort Stockton stations, and one valley south of Richfield 
UT. Otherwise, his factory-installed General Motors car with an Antennacraft booster did wonders 
with its FM stereo radio, including getting KSL-FM 100.3 Salt Lake City at the SW.corner of Utah, 
at the NV and AZ borders directly (no translators),. with the signal following a valley leading direct 
to the KSL-FM transmitting site. He claims the booster adds 20 miles coverage to his own station, 
WQLR, and that it does not overload much around the local stations. My use of FM car radio boos- 
ters is confined to areas away from the local stations, but I find they are a real help, too, for 
Chrysler factory-installed FM car radios, Ford radios, like Marv Robbins and Morrie Goldman 
have, apparently don't need boosters. (trend! 

KFMK 97.9 Houston TX goes all gospel music in $; dumps preaching programs—an inspiring/ 
WSMC *90.7 Collegedale TN heard with talk, programming on SCA matching the station's NPR 
monitor; however, WSMC tells me they are experimenting with SCA and not yet decided on what use 
to put it to. WQSU *88.9 Selinsgrove PA on with 5588 watts horizontal only; 620' since Nov. 1, 
claiming coverage to "nearly 100 miles," which is exaggerated, because they only get out 24 miles 
primary and 62 miles secondary, p music. WSAE *89,3 Spring Arbor MI on 5:30 pm to Midnight, 

CFRO"-FM" 102.7 Vancouver BC now on the air (8717 h &v; 647") with rock, ethnic, talk shows, 
apparently noncommercial. Not known if $ or not.- WWRN 92.1 W. Palm Beach expected on the air 
by now; antenna’at Port of Palm Beach (should have been on by mid-November). 

Domestic sateltite broadcasting in the U, S. expected to greatly benefit public radio. Stereo 
pairs—four of them—would replace single monaural signal now provided by land lines for NPR hook- 
up. Quality of satellite audio signal said to be three times that of current land-lines signal, 

Slogans; WJOI 93.7 Pittsburgh: "In the Renaissance City"; WPEZ 94.5 Pittsburgh: "Stereo Z."" 
WBIZ-FM 100.7 "Z 100." Ugh! Audio pornography with four-letter words, uncensored goes out on 
WUHY-FM *90.9 Philadelphia's SCA, in addition to MN Public Radio's and WGGR Duluth's SCA, 
This is based on the theory that blind people have the right to the same material as sighted people. 
In Sweden, SCA is apparently being used for paging , with paging systems “linked with that country's 
telephone and FM radio networks to vastly extend the call range. " The WI educational network FM 
stations’ SCA now has the Wisconsin Radio Reading Service (WRRS) for the print handicapped on a 
part-time basis, reading daily from the morning and evening Milwaukee and Madison papers. Still 
carries music (rock, m, c,k) most of the day, as well as a sprinkling of instructional talk programs 
(Educational Telephone Network). K224AG Fort Chaffee AR on 92.7 apparently does some local 
originating, in English and Vietnamese, in addition to carrying KF PW(AM) Ft. Smith AR, 

In answer to a question asked previously, WXKW 104.1 Allentown PA is on, but our reporter had 
to drive within 10 miles of Allentown to hear them, while the others were heard for 50 miles+."Maybe 
they are directional so WIBF 103.9 Jenkintown PA doesn't have interference." [WXKW on 1-13-75 
filed an application with the FCC for 50,000 h, v; 500". } 

Plattsburgh NY's "do it yourself FM authorization" is a cable station on 91.0; they plan to apply 
for a regular "open air" FM license on 90.9. Tom Cornell, Kokomo IN, notes WIAN *90.1 Indianapo- 
lis has an agreement to go 10000 h, v; 565’ near the channel 6 tower, This will finally give central 
Indiana its badly needed educational FM and will make this stat ion a much better target for DXers. 
Action expected soon on this application. WBST Muncie has application going back 5 years for 50000 
watts on *90.7, but in the face of opposition from Indianapolis channel 6, it's reapplied for 3 kw on 
92.1, a commercial channel. Tom then discusses the European radio system: 

The European radio system ts entirely foreign to ours. In virtually all countries it is a state-run monopoly, with pro= 
gran selection very linited. You'd probably find OXing over there soseuhat different, less interesting, too. Britain may be one 
of the worst exanples. On WHF, there are only about four different services. The OBC has three (Radio 1/2, 3 and 4), and there 
are local stations in many of the larger cities. Radio 1 is rock and pop. Radio 2 is easy Vistening/MOR. On fll these are con- 
bined. Radio 3 is classical and sports (how I hated those long, boring cricket matches. And | wasn't especially tapressed with 
the progran quality during the susic). Radio 4 is talk. Only 1/2 and 3 are stereo. The AY band has all four services which 
are exactly the cane as on FA. WHF stations are aastly loe pouer (is 120,000 watts lox power, Ton?) and otvicusly not intended 
for auto reception, but at least you can receive all four services in your hone almost anyahere in the country. Things are 
sonerhat more appealing in Geraany. The country is broken up into different districts auch like the old pre-1900 states, and 
each has its om network, Oring to the size of the country, you are Likely to be able to receive more than one network. There 
are also local stations giving you up to around seven different pragrans, typically. fl is probably the doninant mediua, too. 
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November 3, 1975 was the target date for both WXIL 95.1 Parkersburg WV and WMRT *88.3 
Marietta OH. WXIL has several billboards in the area: "coming soon, music power WXIL 95. 1, 
24 hours a day." According to an unofficial comment from a WXIL employee: "We'll be top 40 and 
also serve the Lord." WFGH *90.7 Fort Gay WV has a fair signal most of the time at 140 miles, 
‘They have an irregular schedule between 5 p.m. and midnight; programming is mostly rock with 
taped gospel and educational features. 


‘The new WSKG-FM +89. 3 Binghamton NY is on the air 6 a. m. to midnight every day, P, 
WRUN-FM 104.3 Utica changed format Oct. 21 without any warning to rock; promoting selves as 
"KG-104" (except for the legal i.d. on the hour—most likely a call letter change is coming), 


WDCS 97.9 Portland ME noted running al! night Monday mornings with religious programs. As 
this is the silent period for WVCD Hazleton PA, DXers half way down the coast have a shot at Maine 
with this one. Maine is a little difficult in these parts (rough channels—too short for skip, too). 
Both WNWS 97.1 and WKTU 92.3 New York city have gone all night 7 days/eeek, eliminating their 
Monday morning silent periods. 


WRSV 92. 1 Rocky Mount NC, 8, remains mono, no SCA, Z. WCPS-FM 104.3 Tarboro NC 
temporarily operating with 2500 watts for now until their new building is completed (old destroyed by 
fire), studios and transmitters now in a trailer behind the old building). When full power, WCPS-FM 
is only 6940 (h), 260". Their temporary transmitter loaned to them by WIAM-FM Williamston NC, 
Format still k at night (mono); duplicates AM during the day; FM sign off ia midnight. WVOT-FM/ 
AM Wilson just sold and probably will separate programs when new owners take over, ‘They separ- 
ate on Sunday mornings now, for 2-3 hours of r music (mono); otherwise 98% AM duplication. 


CJOM 88.7 Windsor, Ontario, has done a turn-around after years of progressive rock. They've 
gone MOR automated. ‘Their automation sounds bad, with occasional mis-cued tapes. "I wonder 
what the CRTC will say, vis-a-vis the new FM policy which shuns that type of programming. I, for 
one, would not cry if they lost their license, and left the air for better DX." (CJOM is my only non- 
verifier from Canada; I wonder if they finally have somebody there who answers mail—B, E.) 


The CRTC's.new FM radio regulations have apparent holes and flaws, "but what is really frighten- 
ing is the ability of the CRTC to set higher quotas upon an individual licensee as part of his licensee 
requirements. This ‘ability’ of the CRTC is in the policy category, and very hard to appeal via the 
CRTC as a tribunal, or a court of higher jurisdiction. It is all very Orwellian and 1984-ish. ‘The 
Commission says ' don't worry, we'll be fair'—but a judge can't take that as evidence ina hearing 
where the CRTC and a broadcaster are adversaries.

With the lack of solar flux, this fall might turn out to be the poorest 
for transcontinental F2 MUF's since 1964, In the past few days there 
has been signs of Canada on 30,02 and 30.42. Since these are aed 
around 1800-2000 miles, the maximum one-hop of about 2400 miles should 
be open a few MHz higher than that. 


It is for that reason that reports from the east and west Coasts Concern- 
ing the F2 MUF are earnestly desired. Exact station identifications 

are not required, just the states would do (e.g., the east coast hearing 
33-MHz fire departments from California etc. ). 


The low end of 30-MHz is for governnent use, and activity (compared to 
30,5-32.0) is very ot in which to look 
for some of those 1! FR on 50,22 here) 
from the VOA, AFRTS, etc. Often, the MUF will not go beyond 30.5 to 
bring in the pile of business stations. 


If the MUF does climb to 32.0 there is another MHz of government 
allocation before the medical paging stations on the low end of 35 uz 
sre reached, Then, with luck, (t may opread to the fire departments, 
Then, still another 1-iHz chunk for government, until the business and 
paging 55-kitz segment is met. Since starting 30-50 Miz monitoring in
